admitted for payment ; and the expression 
‘admission to an entertainment.’ includes 
admission to any place in which the enter- 
tainment is held. 
“ The expression “ admission * means 
admission as a spectator or one of an 
audience, and the expression “ payment on 
admission ’ includes any payment made by 


a person who, having been admitted to one 


part of a place of entertainment, is sub- 
sequently admitted to another part thereof

FIFTY-FOUR MILES AN HOUR. 


The Meteorological Department. of the. 


Air Ministry. stated. yesterday that the: 
storm was raging along the south coast 
from the West of England to Lympne, 
down the west coast from Holyhead to the 
Scilies, and in North-West Ireland. 

The average velocity of the wind was 
thirty miles an hour, but gusts of fifty- 
four miles an hour had been measured at 
Croydon, forty-eight “in London, and 
seventy-four miles an hour at-the Scilies. 

Fears that the swollen Thames would 
overflow its banks yesterday were allayed 
at high tide at about 4 p.m. 

Policemen posted at stragetic points 
along the riverside kept constant watch, 
but the water rose only about three feet 
above its normal height. 

VESSELS IN DISTRESS. 

The high wind was accompanied by 
rough seas, and many vessels were in dis- 
tress. Lifeboatmen received frequent calls, 
and there were some thrilling rescues. 

In many parts of the country trees 
were blown down and tiles lifted from 
roofs, Aeroplanes were buffeted consider- 
ably, but the services were not. interfered 
with, as.the gale reached: its’ height- early 
yesterday. 

AN ABANDONED YACHT. 

In the early hours of yesterday morning 
the Walton-on-Naze lifeboat was called out 
to a small vessel about five miles from 
Clacton. After searching the Buxey sands 
they found a small yacht abandoned, 
which they towed into Walton. The 
yacht’s name is the Halliday, but there 
was no one on board and no clue to her 
ownership. There was no report of any- 
one in a small boat being picked up in the

The Times Aeronautical Oorrespondent 
writes :—A big scheme. for the re-equipment 
of the home squadrons of the Royal Air: Force 
with fast new aeroplanes, both day bombers 
and fighters, has been approved, and will be 
carried ‘out during the next*fifteen’ months.

It is likely that 
before the end of next year six squadrons will 
be flying Furies,.and another four will be 
supplied with Harts, vhile fairly large 
numbers of their sea versions will have been 
supplied to the.Fleet air arm. The total 
number of aircraft likely to be ordered under 
this scheme is about 250 

‘The Fury, which is the most remarkable 
of these new aircraft, has. not. yet been put 
into ‘service, It is tha intercepter fighter, 
speciaily designed to meet high bombing

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GARDENER’S DEATH IN 
MOTOR ACCIDENT. 


At an inquest held in the Mater Hospital, 
Dublin, last Saturday on John Pearce (/4), 
9 gardener, of 29 St. Declan road, Marino, 
who died from injuries received on the 20th 
inst., it was alleged by the driver of a motor 
car which was stated to have knocked him 
down that his injuries actually were caused 
by a cow which was struck by the car. 

Dr. O'Reilly, house surgeon, in reply to 
the Coroner (Dr. Louis A. Byrne), said that 
the injuries could have been caused by the 
ear, but he admitted, when questioned by 
Mr. OhUadhaigh, solicitor, who appeared for 
the driver of the car, that if the man was 
knocked down by a beast and the beast fell 
on him the injuries might have been caused 
in that way. 

Pearce’s employer said that he examined 
the cow and found no injury. 

Guard P. Reddy gave evidence of question- 

the driver of the motor car, who, he said, 
me him that he had knocked down a man 
note was going for assistance. 

Arthur Ward, of 44 Home Farm road, who 
drove the car, ‘said that he was a civil ser- 
vant empioyed in the Department of Posts 
and Telegraphs. On the morning of the 20th 
inst. he was driving to town, with his lamps 
lighted. His wind screen wiper got out of 
order and he fixed it with his hand. He saw 
a cow about three yards in front of him and 
ceplied the brakes, but struck the cow, which 
was pushed on for some distance. The ‘animal 
then turned and ran round by the left of the 
car. He looked out and saw a man lying on 
the road. When he got out he saw that the 
man was bleeding from the head and badly 
injured. He drove jooking for assistance, 
and stopped the car when he saw the Guard, 
He then turned back, and the Guard and 
himself put the injuréd man into the car and 
brought him to hospital. 

The jury found according to the medical 
evidence, which was that death was due to 
shock and hemorrhage following the injuries. 
They held that there was no negligence on 
the part of the driver of the motor car, but 
considered that he acted imprudently in leav- 
ing the man lying on the roadway. They 
extended svmpathy to Pearce’s relatives.

That extraneous part of the Manchester 
November Handicap, won yesterday by Lord 
Glanely’s Glorious Devon, which had no con- 
nection with racing, seems to have been im- 
mensely greater than the whole, and a mathe- 
‘matical theory without a blemish on its re- 
putation has lost its good name.

This is a good deal more than 
the space that in the ordinary way would he 
devoted to a very spectacular Derby. How- 
ever, these things at the moment do not con- 
cern us very much, and we will pass on to 
the more interesting subject of the past, pre- 
sent and future of the two jockeys, Fox and 
Richards, 


FOX'S ONE-POINT WIN, 


As everyone knows now, Fox got up om the 
post yesterday to beat his rival in the race 
tor the top of the list of the winning jockeys 
of the season by one point. It has been an 
almost Homeric contest between the pair in 
the last few weeks. Commencing the day a 
point down, Richards drew level when win- 
ning the first race of the day, and became 
one up when he won on G lorious Devon, but 
the older jockey made a tremendous rally, 
drew level again with a head victory on Land- 
song, and capped it with a six- lengths suc- 
cess on Isthmus, which gave him the title of 
leading jockey of the season. 

Partisan: ship has been running high be- 
tween the pair for a long time past, and there 
was a tremendous scene of enthusiasm when 
Fox was seen to have the vace safe on 
Isthmus. It is needless to say that there 
would have been an equally enthusiastic scene 
had it been the other way about. Sentiment 
has been, I think, a little on the side of Fox, 
hecause Richards, hke Donoghue some years 
ago, seems to be a recurring champion, and 
Fox in all his long career had never gone to 
the top of the list before. 


NOT THE OLDEST JOCKEY. 

By the way, 1 am sure that Fox 
thank me for correcting a  misappre- 
hension that seems prevalent. He was 
referred in a responsible newspaper this 
morning the oldest active jockey, and 
ihere is nothing that annoys the popular little 
man more than being referred to as the 
‘** daddy “” and the “ veteran ” of the jockeys 
room. Í remember’ more than a year ago, 
when he and Richards were running a neck- 
and-neck race, travelling in the train with 
him, when he explained that there was no 
secret about his age, that he would be forty- 
two in the following February, which means 
that, he will be forty-three next February. 

He then asked me what age Joe Childs 
was, and a guarded reply was to the effect 
that, if memory was not failing me, Childs 
had won the Manchester Cup on Rambling 
Katie in 1902. From this Fox deduced that 
Childs was at least two years older than he. 
In point of fact he was right. Both Childs 
and Donoghue are a few years older than 
Fox. It is a curious fact that Fox has only 
come into his own at an age when a great 
many jockevs have left off riding altogether. 
HIS START IN LIFE. 

I can remember a time, and that is not so 
long ago, when he was certainly not classed 
as a fashionalle jockey: when he found it 
hard to get rides, and there was one season 
in which his total winners did not amount to 
a tenth of his total of the season that has just 
concluded.

EFORMS. 

There have been several reforms during the 
season, which have been welcomed by all fol.
